I enclose (1) a copy of the minutes of the Initial meeting of 
the Intgragency Conference on. Captured Efaaay Dccmentation, held in 
the Department of State January 25, 1950, and (2) copies of state- 
ments prepared by those agencies present relative to certain aspects 
of the problem of captured enecy holdings. The purpose of this 
meeting vm to initiate an examination of the may problems associated 
with allied custody of ox-enemy records and archives captured during 
World War H, and it is the- hope of the Department that this Conference, 
in subsequent meetings, may serve as a vehicle for .joint exploration 
of these problems with tho major agencies concerned. 


It would be appreciated if a representative of Central Intelligence 
Agency could arrange to be present at the next meeting of the Conference 
to be hold In my office (Room 230U, State Annex 3) March 15, 1950 at 
10 1 30 A*M,, and at such subsequent meetings us may be held. In addition

Archives, Air Force, Army, Central Intelligence Agency, Contaerce, Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Justice, Library of Congress, and Navy, 

I trust that the enloeod papers will provide you with orientation 
vdtlxL -respect to subjects discussed at the January 25 meeting. The 
principal topics proposed fee: the agenda of the 5 iarch 15 meeting are* 

(1) the problem of "vasting" documentary holdings, as delineated in 
the enclosed report of tho Office of Alien Property, Department of 
Justice, and (2) the bearing of existing agreements and ccaaLtaents which 
pertain to exploitation and restitution on long-range policy.
